13 described in the license. The light wine shall be delivered in a sealed package or

14 container which may not be opened or the contents consumed on the licensed

15 premises.

16 (2 In Montgomery County the licensee may not make more than 20,000
17 gallons of on-premises sales per year.

18 3 In Frederick County and Baltimore County, the licensee may keep for
19 saleand sell light wines and ports that contain not in excess of 21 percent of alcohol

20 by volume produced at the winery in any quantity to any consumer at retail at the

21 place described in thelicense.

22 4 0] NOTWITHSTANDING ANY OTHER PROVISION OF LAW TO THE
23 CONTRARY, IN HARFORD COUNTY, THE LICENSEE MAY KEEP FOR SALE AND SELL

24 LIGHT WINES AND PORT WINES PRODUCED AT THE WINERY IN ACCORDANCE WITH

25 THE PROVISIONS OF SUBPARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS PARAGRAPH.

10 3 Baltimore County wineries applying for a Class A/Class 3 license are
11 exempt from quotas established by the Baltimore County Liquor Board asto the
12 number of licensesin that election district.
